“All substances are prohibited on the extremities above the hoof of any Tennessee Walking Horse or racking horse while 
being shown, exhibited, or offered for sale at any horse show, horse exhibition, or horse sale or auction, except lubricants 
such as glycerine, petrolatum, and mineral oil, or mixtures thereof....” 

You entered, for the purpose of showing or exhibiting, the horse, “Ted’s Final Edition,” in the lO"’ Annual Reeltown Liberty 
City Lions Club Horse Show in Shelbyville, Tennessee, which tested positive for Benzocaine, Lidocaine, o-amineizotoluene, 
1 ,4-bis[(l-methylethyl)amino]-9,10-Anthracenedione, and Cholesterol.
